That Pension Grab 


Operation of the “retirement fund” law for 
members of congress, for all elective and 


an em 
—_— 


appointive officers of the federal government, 


which was recently passed by house and senate 
and signed by President Rogsevelt, will cost 
the federal government something between 
$20,800,000 and $30,000,000 per year to operate. 

This represents the approximately 50 per 
cent of the pensions the treasury will have to 
furnish, while the other 50 per cent will come 
out of the five per cent contribution the 
beneficiaries make out of their salaries. 

This money, which will chiefly go to pay 
the pensions of high Salaried officials of the 
government, including members of congress— 
for the low-salaried employe under civil service 
gets no increase in pension, although his assess- 
ments are raised from 3 1-2 to 5 per cent— 
could have been used to buy planes and guns 
and tanks for the war. 

The money comes out of the pockets of the 
taxpayers. It is from that same money which 
the average man or woman in the United 
States is today straining every economic nerve 
to pay. 


It comes from the taxes paid by workers in 


the war production factories, who are loyally 
doing their full part in the total war effort 
we must make if we are to defeat our Axis 
foes. 

It comes, too, from the pockets of those 

less fortunate workers, though still uncom- 
plaining and loyal, who are, perforce, out of 
jobs while the automobile factories are made 
over into tank and gun and plane factories. 
: It comes from the savings we are all 
contributing, through self-denial and _ the 
purchase of defense stamps and bonds. It 
comes, in short, from the United States Treas- 
ury, which belongs to the nation. 

There may be argument in favor of the 
“retirement fund” for appointive officers of the 
government. There may, even, be argument in 
favor of the same law for such elective officers 
as senators and representatives in congress. 

There is, undoubtedly, argument against a 
‘congress voting itself pensions, even though, as 
they prefer, they be styled “retirement funds.” 
There may be an occasional ex-congressman 
on relief, but such instances are extremely rare. 

It appears strange, to the average voter, to 
gee congress voting additional perquisites for 
ttself, out of public funds, even in times of 
peace. It becomes little, if any, short of 
shocking when the nation is in a war already 
costing more than a hundred billion dollars. 

It is said the average member of congress 
serves about eight or ten years. Under this 
new law, by contributing five per cent of his 

10.000 annual salary while in congress, he 
can assure himself an income of approximately 
$1500 a year for life. This regardless of 
whether he *prospers or otherwise in his private 
profession or business. 

Longer service, of course, increases the 
amount of pension, until in the case of a 
member who has served 35 years—there is only 
one today—and retires at the designated age, 
a pension of more than $4,000 will be paid to 
him as long as he lives. * 

Senator Byrd, of Virginia, tried, unsuccess- 
fully, to secure an amendment to the bill 
. requiring those members of congress who come 
under it to pay the back percentage from their 
Salaries. This amendment was defeated. Thus 
it is today possible for a member, facing either 
voluntary or involuntary retirement in 1943, to 
pay $200, the five per cent of his salary still 
remaining for the current fiscal year and, with 
mo other outlay, receive a substantial lifetime 
annuity. 


For example, Representative Ramspeck, of 
Georgia, author of the bill, has been in the 
house since 1929. By payment of that $200, 
presuming ‘he retires in January next before 
further payments fall due, he will receive 
$1478 a year as long as he lives. 

Senator Walter George, of Georgia, who 
voted for the bill in the upper house, has been 
& senator since 1922, and by payment of that 


' 


receive, in round figures, $2,800 a year for life. 

Senator Richard Russell, of Georgia, who 
also voted for the bill, by similar $200 payment 
this year and retirement in the coming 
January, would receive approximately $1,000 a 
year for life. 

It would be all right if the congressmen 
were providing for themselves annuities solely 
out of their own funds. But, as Senator Lucas, 
of Illinois, said in course of senate debate on 
the bill: “If the government of the United 
States is paying anything toward the retire- 
ment fund of a United States senator, I cannot 
Support the bill.” He voted against it. 

For the government is paying toward that 
retirement fund, approximately 50 per cent 
of the cost. ,

THE WORLD TODAY

NO POLITICAL TRUCE WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Republi- 


can victory in congressional by- 
elections in two previously Democratic districts, since the United 
States entered the war, has removed any possibility that may have 
existed of a political truce, looking to the regular congressional 
election next November. 

The Republicans, who always have flouted the suggestion that 
politics be adjourned for the duration, have drawn tremendous 
encouragement from these successes, and the Democrats would seem 
to be left no other recourse but to fight with all their might. 

In an election held in the fourth Colorado district on December 
9—only two days after the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor—the 
Republicans gained a seat that had been held by Edward T. Taylor, 
Democrat, ever since the district was created in 1914. ‘Taylor pre- 
viously had served six years as congressman-at-large. 

In his seventeenth election in November, 1940, 


TWO UPSETS 

Taylor received just under 60 per cent of the 
total vote cast, the count being 44,095 Democratic to 30,126 Repub- 
lican. In the by-election last month, Robert F, Rockwell, Repub- 
lican, won with slightly over 54 per cent, receiving 19,018 votes to 
16,044 for Frank Delaney, his Democratic opponent. _ . 

In the fifth Connecticut district, where Joseph E. Talbot, Repub- 
lican, was elected last Tuesday, the pattern was much the same. 
This district had been continuously Democratic beginning with 1934 
and in 1940 Representative J. Joseph Smith, Democrat, was re- 
elected with 54.9 per cent of the total vote. 

In Tuesday’s election, necessitated by President Roosevelt's ap- 
pointment of Smith to a federal judgeship, Talbot received 23,278 
votes as against 19,663 for John S. Monagan, Democrat, and 1,877 
for Edward J. Ryan, independent; thus Talbot received 54.2 per cent 
of votes cast for two major candidates and 51.9 per cent for the 


total vote. 
DISSIMILAR DISTRICTS It would be hard to find districts 
more unlike than these two. The 
fourth Colorado, comprising the westerly two-fifth of the whole 
state, is sparsely populated with farmers, cattlemen and miners. 
Thousands of miles removed from the seaboards’ east or west, the 
loss of this district was explained away by the Democrats on the 
ground that its people probably were as little affected by the war 
as any in the country, and even the startling news from Pearl 
Harbor must have been slow in reaching them. 

But no such explanation is tenable respecting the Democratic 
defeat in the fifth Connecticut. This district not only lies close to 
the Atlantic seaboard, in the zone of air raid danger, but a large 
segment of its pépulation, employed in the teeming industries of 
Waterbury and neighboring cities in. the Naugatuck river valley, 
are engaged in production of war goods. There is now virtually 
no unemployment in the district and wage rates are higher than 
ever before. 

Under these conditions, the substantial turnover of factory work- 
ers, from Democrat to Republican in Tuesday’s election, is espe- 
cially startling. 


BASIS OF CAMPAIGN The successful candidate, Talbot, vied 


with his Democratic opponent in as- 
sailing the foreign enemies and urging vigorous prosecution of the 
war, but there his support of Roosevelt administration stdpped. He 
sharply attacked the New Deal domestic policies and argued that 
maintenance of a strong Republican minority in congress is more 
than ever necessary to temper the inevitable trend toward con- 
centration of war powers in the executive. 

The Democratic candidate, Mr. Monagan, supported all of the 
works of the New Deal and pleaded with the voters to uphold 
President Roosevelt’s hand in the hour of national danger. 

In Colorado, likewise, the Republican victor fully supported the 
war policies of the President but assailed the New Deal. 


WHAT HAPPENED BEFORE 
have redounded to the politi- 


cal advantage of the party in power. President Woodrow Wilson 
seemingly was at the peak of popularity when the November, 1918, 
congressional election was being contested. Americans were win- 
ning on every battlefield and ending of the war, which occurred 
in the week following the election, was clearly forecast. The Wil- 
son peace aims were being hailed with approval the world over. 

Yet the Democrats lost both houses of congress in that election. 
The senate, which had stood 51 Democratic to 44 Republican and 
one Progressive, changed to 48 Republican, 47 Democratic and one 
Progressive. The house membership of 216 Democrats, 214 Repub- 
licans and five minor party men, shifted to 238 Republicans, 193 
Democrats and four minor party representatives. A public demand 
by Wilson for election of a Democratic congress, issued just before 
the vote, was widely blamed for this administration setback at the 
time it occurred. But historians, taking into account the vastly 
more sweeping Republican victory in 1920, have been more in-

vote. 


Lincoln lost New York City by more than two to one, and 


the New York state vote divided 50.47 per cent for Lincoln to 49.53 


per cent for McClellan. 


In the three large states of New York, 


Pennsylvania and Ohio, with a total of 80 electoral votes, Lincoln 
received only 52.43 per cent of the popular votes.

He tried in vain to begin 
preparing for war. He did have time to build up the Army, to get 
an air force started, to prepare a better Navy than we'd ever had 
before. When war came we were not prepared but we were more 
prepared than for any other war and we were in. gear. 

No other man, save Jackson, had such a fight in times of peace, 
He was as sure and as direct as Jackson.

Today his birthday is celebrated widely in a cam- 
paign to raise money for the carrying on of research into the cause 
of infantile paralysis (poliomyelitis) in the nation and for the 
care of individual cases needing financial help in the respective 
states. 
They do this because the President of the United States had 
the disease at the outset of his political career and came back to 
crown that career with the highest gift within the hands of the 
people. 

The story of his fight is not without drama. 

He was terribly crippled. He fought, with mind and body, to 
be able to become active again. 

He need not have done so. He had wealth. He could have 
led an easy life. He could have traveled, have had attendants, 
have written, or simply enjoyed life. It was possible. 

He determined to be useful. He would not let paralysis stop 
him. 

There simply is no telling how many young lives he has in- 

spired to ignore and defeat their paralysis and become useful citi- 
zens. 
This country has become the focal point of the fight on this © 
scourge about which we know so little. This country raises money 
each year for that campaign. Tonight there will be dances, enter- 
tainments and benefits to raise money. Half of it remains in the 
states raising it, being administered by the state chapters of the 
national foundation. The rest of it goes for research and for aid 
in national epidemics where states are swamped.

Young women admire handsome men at first sight, as men admire 
pretty girls; but they might equally admire a beautiful horse, with- 
out feeling the slightest affection for it. 

Admiration is part of the foundation.of love, but it need not be 
admiration of physical beauty. If only beauty could inspire love, 
there would be few marriages—unless love is indeed blind, and 
imagines beauty that is not apparent to ‘people with normal vision, 

Beauty attracts, and it is always an asset, call people may some- 
times wish their loved ones had more of it; but it alone is not 
enough to win abiding love. ;

Day and Night Some fans and writers havé ex- 
pressed a sort of nostalgic 
yearning for a return of day baseball. And so it is good 
| news, indeed, that Atlanta is to have daylight saving time 
' on top of eastern time. 
| The Southern League, at the recent meeting, adopted 
_a rule that any club could start a night game after 5 
o’clock—so long as it was designated as such. 

In Atlanta, of course, designation of a night game 
after 5 o'clock this summer simply will be a playful 
gesture on the part of President Earl Mann. 

It will be possible, for instance, to start a “night 
game at 7 o'clock and finish it in daylight. It won’t 
be dark until after 9 o’clock under the new time 
schedule. 

In fact, whenever Atlanta starts games at 8:15, which 
will be the regular starting time for single games, a great 
| compromise will be effected for the lovers of day and night 
baseball. 

Half of any game starting at 8:15 will be played in 
DAYLIGHT and the other half at NIGHT. (Provided the 
teams show the desired amount of hustle.) 

This is a fair compromise, indeed. 

Except for the league rule setting forth that a 
game starting after 5 o’clock must be designated as 
a night contest, you might be reading in the paper 
from time to time the following: 

“There'll be day baseball at Ponce de Leon park, 
starting at 7 o’clock tonight.” 

It all may seem a bit confusing, but don’t overlook the 
fact that in the Arctic Circle they have six months of day- 
light and six months of darkness.

decay, because they neither brush- 
ed their teeth nor sought early 
treatment for cavities. Perhaps 
that was true of the people in the 
early nineteenth century —- the 
generations we can recall, that is, 
‘our parents. and grandparents. 
| They suffered from nutritional de- 
ficiencies which inevitably result-_| 
ed from fads that came into use. 
and presently attained universal |

other. For example, you ild 
walk five miles in 40 minutes on 
a three-inch wedge of cherry pie 
at 300 calories. But the trouble is, 
those who like pie invariably do 
not choose to walk five miles in 
40 minutes. 

All right, walk slowly, say three 
and three-quarter miles an hour. 
At this moderate rate you can 
burn up the pie calories in an hour 
and 10 minutes. How long would 
it take to walk off the calories if 
you top the pie with a scoop of 
ice cream? Practically all aftere 
noon if you ambleé along slowly. 


Let’s say you eat the pie and 
skip the walk—what happens? 
Nothing, unless those calories are 
in excess of your energy needs. 
But that’s the catch. When the 
calories come at the end of a good 
meal, they usually are in excess, 
the proof of which is on the scales. 
But if you leave off the vegetables 
and milk and some of the other 
protective foods, so as to have 
calories to spare for dessert, you 
would be on a deficiency diet, You 
can't do that. 

The way to get around it is to 
become acquainted with some of 
the desserts that are not as high 
in calories. Any dessert that con- 
tains flour, sugar and fat is fate 
tening. The less fat, th2 lower the 
calories. A three-inch wedge of 
angel cake without icing (and it’s 
good without icing) contains only 
150 calories. The same size piece 
of sponge cake contains 200 calo- 
ries. Add chocolate (fat) to the 
cake and the icing and you get 
500 calories in a two-and-a-half- 
inch square.
